JUSTICE CLARK 
CRITICIZED BY

BUT LACK PROOF

WASHINGTON OB—A House Ju­ 
diciary subcommittee, In a dis­ 
puted 
report, 
criticized 
Justice 
Tom C. Clark today for declining 
to testify after he joined the Su­ 
preme Court but said it had turned 
up no proof of wrongdoing by Clark 
while he was attorney general. 
The document drew immediate 
fire from Rep. Byron G. Rogers 
<D-Colo\ one of the five subcom­ 
mittee members, who said Chair­ 
man Keating 
(R-NY> 
pulled 
a 
'•sneak play” by his “unwarranted 
political release . . . of his pro­ 
posed libelous report.” 
Rogers defended Clark, an ap­ 
pointee of former President Tru­ 
man, and said most of the report 
had not been approved in subcom­ 
mittee or even considered by the 
parent judiciary group. 
The report, dealing with the sub­ 
committee’s inquiry last year into 
operations of the Justice Depart­ 
ment, said the investigators were 
“troubled” because some contro­ 
versial actions were traced back 
to Clark. Clark was attorney gen­ 
eral in 1945-49 before going to the 
Supreme Court. 
Keating said in an accompanying

statement that Clark's failure to 
testify was “unfortunate” because 
“we were deprived of the benefit 
of any light which might have been 
shed by a former member of Pres­ 
ident Trum an’s Cabinet.” 
Clark could not immediately be 
reached for comment. But Rogers 
called Keating’s statement “com­ 
pletely baseless” and accused the 
New York Republican of violating 
his own fair play code In making 
the report public. 
No Proof Of Wrongdoing 
The 135-page printed report con­ 
tained no signatures of subcom­ 
mittee members in its major sec­ 
tions. At various points “Minority 
views” were contained under Rog­ 
ers’ name. Separate views were 
also entered by two congressmen 
who were members of the full 
committee but not the subgroup. 
There was no explanation why 
the report, transmitted to the par­ 
ent committee ll months ago, has 
not yet been acted cm there. 
The report said the subcommit­ 
tee “found no conclusive evidence 
of wrongdoing by Justice Clark at 
any point during his service in the 
(justice) 
departm ent.” 
Then 
it 
said: 
“It was troubled, however, by 
repeated suggestions in the testi­ 
mony of his associates and sub­ 
ordinates that some of the actions 
for which they have been criticized 
were traceable, ultimately, to him. 
“His testimony alone could have 
removed the last doubt that the 
responsibilities the subcommittee 
has placed on various department 
officials came to rest, in every 
case, on the right shoulders.” 
The printed report summarized 
eight different phases of the sub­ 
committee's investigation, includ­ 
ing an invitation to Clark to appear 
before it and testify. It reproduced 
a letter from Keating sending the 
eight reports on to the full Judici­ 
ary Committee last Aug. 6. An­ 
other letter by Rep. Chauncey W. 
Reed (R-Ill), chairman of the full 
committee, said that with the ex 
ception of one of the eight portions, 
the subcommittee report “has not 
received the consideration of the 
committee . . . and does not neces­ 
sarily reflect the Judgment or con­ 
clusions of this committee.”

In some ways the fall growing 
season

spring. It is more difficult to start 
seed in the hot. dry weather of m id­ 
summer. but as the season pro­ 
gresses with cooler nights and more 
moisture, the plants develop better 
than when tem peratures are rising 
as they mature. 
Few vegetables go to seed in the 
fall. Cauliflower, Chinese cabbage, 
spinach and peas, which are m a­ 
tured in the spring only by experts 
who take long chances to give these 
crops an early start, are easier to 
grow’ in the fall. Head lettuce will 
make heads instead of going to 
seed 
All corps have a much longer 
season of harvest* than in the spring, 
thanks to cooler weather and more 
moisture. 
Seeds cannot be started in hot, 
dry weather by the simple method 
which are effective in the spring.

Wherever there is clay in the 
soil this crusting is probable: but 
it can be overcome, and moisture 
sufficient for the needs of seeds and 
seedling plants can be supplied. 
The first step is to prepare a 
special soil with which to cover the 
seeds. This .should contain no clay. I 
but sand and organic matter, such 
as peat moss, or compost. The drill 
in which seeds are sown should 
be much deeper than in the spring 
to bring the seeds closer to the deep 
aoli moisture. Fill the drill with . 
water several times, so that the 
soil is soaked, and on this wet soil ■ 
the seed should be sow-n. 
Cover it with the specially pre­ 
pared soil and soak the covering j 
soil. It will be necessary to keep 
this soil damp until the seeds sprout, ‘ 
but if sufficient peat moss has been I 
used, it will hold moisture well, j 
When the seeds sprout there will be 
no hard crust to keep the infant ; 
plant from emerging to the sun- !

Young plants will need regular 
watering 
until their roots grow 
deep enough to reach moisture, and 
by this time night* should be cooler 
and ram s more frequent.

Opinion In Ecker Case 
In another opinion handed down 
Saturday the court reduced the 
support order of D arrell S. Ecker, 
Martinsburg, W. Va., from $17 per 
week to $8 per week. 
Ecker had asked termination of 
the order for support of his first 
wife on the grounds that he had 
secured a divorce in Reno, Ne­ 
vada In its opinion the court held 
that Ecker had not established a 
bona fide domicile in Nevada, but 
reduced the order because of low­ 
ered income of Ecker and his ob­ 
ligations to support a child ex­ 
pected in August by his second 
wife.

(Continued from P a re I) 
aid are important considerations, I 
believe there is another one that 
must be given first place—namely, 
infiltrating the enemy with the in­ 
spiration to become free. 
“ A superb weapon in the hands 
of a man without moral determina­ 
tion and Without a master plan for 
his own salvation is always an in­ 
ferior weapon. A mediocre weapon 
in the hands of a completely dedi­ 
cated person becames a superior 
weapon. 


We Own Government 
“ The Communist totalitarian con­ 
cept that all power resides in the 
government and that the govern­ 
ment relinquishes only certain rights 
to the people is repugnant to every 
provision of our constitution and 
every instinct of the American peo­ 
ple. The American people do not be­ 
long to a government. The American 
government belongs to the people— 
and the people belong only to God. 
Amazing as it may sound, no body 
of citizens had ever before assumed 
this revolutionory concept until it 
was set forth in America in 1776. 
“This simple story of the establish­ 
ment and preservation of freedom 
which most Americans know so well 
can be our key weapon against the 
Communist world. Nothing equals 
the power of an idea, not even a 
hydrogen bomb. 
“ We can’t force other nations to 
be like America, we must make them 
want to be. And that can be done 
only by living in a manner that 


will secure their admiration and re­ 
spect. 
Best AU Of Time 
“ Freedom is not the best policy 
just some of the time, it is the best 
policy all of the time. This is the 
foundation for the kind of behavior 
that can touch off the world revolu­ 
tion against communism. 
“ It is an American secret weapon, 
first demonstrated on Ju ly 4, 1776, 
and again here at Gettysburg just 
91 years ago. We must continue to 
demonstrate it in such a way that 
it will reach and inspire the rest 
of the civilized world. The war 
against Communism may be fought 
on the battlefield but it will be 
won or lost in the hearts of men.”
